HILE charity existed to a 
more or less extent among 


the ancient non-Christian religions, 


it did not come anywhere near the 
Christian virtue as we know it. A

of it being utilitarian and political.

OUR SUNDAY VISITOR pub- 
lishes a pamphlet entitled, “Ad- 
ventists and Russellites: Their 
Charges Refuted,” which quite well 
covers the field usurped by the 
“prophecy interpreters” you men- 
tion.

Mr. Philip Mauro is not a Jus- 
tice of the U. S. Supreme Court. 
He is merely a lawyer who has a 
license to practice before that 
Court, just as many other lawyers 
in the land. His writings cannot 
be said to have much weight in 
theological circles, although in for- 
mer years he won some notoriety 
among the “Bible” type of Protes- 

tants because of his espousal of 
the premillenarian view of pro- 
phecy. In this posture he was not 
at all original, since Mr. Mauro was 
at that time connected with one of 
the branches of the “Plymouth 
Brethren” and as a follower of Mr. 
Darby (the founder of the sect) 
propagated the tenets of the “Ply- 
mouth Brethren” who advocate 
. 1 these same views. 


As a member of the “Plymouth 
Brethren” sect, Mr. Mauro wrote 
and published such works as “The 
Number of the Beast,” “Man’s 
Day,” “Life in the Word,” ete. The 
first of these (published by the 
Fleming H. Revell Co., of Chicago 
and New York) excited consider- 
able curiosity and interest in Pro- 
testant circles. In at least one case, 
Its reference to the Encyclical Let- 
er of Pope Pius X., Pascendi Gre- 
Bis, helped a certain convert to take 
his rst step toward the Catholic 
Vhureh; for, he procured a copy of 
the mentioned Encyclical against 
| Modernism. digested it, and then 
: read other Catholic books,

“Plymouth Brethren,” or was ex- 
pelled from their communion (re- 
ports differ on the point), this writ- 
er has adopted the traditional Pro- 
testant view, first urged by the 
Waldenses and Martin Luther, that 
the Pope is the Anti-christ of Pro- 
phecy and that the “second beast” 
of the 13th chapter of the Apoc- 
alypse is the papacy. In his more 
recently issued book, “The Patmos 
Visions,” published by Hamilton 
Bros., of Boston, which is a com- 
mentary on the Apocalypse, Mr. 
Mauro refers apologetically to his 
“former view of this question” and 
falls in line with the “traditional 
view” of Luther. He endorses a 
book entitled, “The Present Anti- 
christ,” by Fred J. Peters, and pub- 
lished by Hamilton Bros., in the 
following language: 


“T heartily commend this book. 
It convincingly shows that ‘Anti- 
christ’ is a ‘present’ and a dreadful 
reality. But more than that it ex- 
poses the evil character and the 
real source of that ‘futuristic’ sys- 
tem of interpreting prophecy, 
which has mysteriously arisen and 
has spread widely among us within 
recent years. That system, accord- 
ing to Mr. Peters, was the clever 
invention of the Jesuits. Its design 
was to screen Rome and the papacy 
from that searchlight of prophetic 
truth which the great Reformers 
had turned upon them. Their cun- 
ning device, however, failed of its 
purpose until first it was taken up 
by Mr. J. N. Darby and made the 
ereed of his followers, and later 
was popularized as an attractive 
novelty by the ‘Scofield’ Bible, and 
by certain periodicals that special- 
ize in ‘Dispensational truth’ (so 
called). Thus the benefits of the 
Reformation have for the present 
generation been largely nullified, 
its light is extinguished, and Rome 
is allowed to pursue her dread de- 
signs behind the screen of this false 
system of prophetic interpretation.” 

It is sufficient to say that Mr. 
Peter’s book is adorned with a pic- 
ture of Pope Pius XI. as its fron- 
tispiece, and the author throughout 
the work tries to “prove” by Scrip- 
ture and “history” that the Pope 
is the “Beast”. Besides giving us 
the interesting information that the 
ultra-Protestant Mr. Darby, found- 
er of the “Plymouth Brethren”, 
was “a Jesuit in disguise,” Mr. 
Mauro’s statement reveals that he 
harbors a grudge against his former 
co-religionists. His experiences with 
them may well account for his 
change of view, and we can appeal 
against Philip drunk to Philip sob-’ 
er. Whether “Philip was sober or 
drunk” when he wrote “The Num- 
ber of Man” is immaterial; but 
there is nothing to show that Mr. 
Mauro, as the author of “Patmos 
Visions” and other recent works, is 
more reliable than he was then. ©

Sunday, July 9.—St. Ephraim, 
deacon, was known as the light 
and glory of the Syrian Church. 
He entered the religious life but 
his humility led him te refuse the 
dignity of the priesthood. He was 
noted as a preacher and teacher 
and his hymns so won the hearts 
of the people that he is known to 
this day in the Syriac liturgy as 
the “Harp of the Holy Ghost.” He 
died at Edessa in 378. 

Monday, July 10.—The Seven 
Brothers and St. Felicitas, their 
Mother, because of their refusal 
to sacrifice to the pagan gods, 
were subjected to torture and 
finally put to death during the 
reign of the Emperor Antoninus. 

Tuesday, July 11.—St. James, 
Bishop, was a native of Nisibis in 
Mesopotamia. He chose the high- 
est mountain for his abode, shel- 
tering himself in a cave in the 
winter and the rest of the year 
living in the woods continually ex- 
posed to the open air.- Many 
sought him to ask for his prayers 
and spiritual advice. When Sapor 
II, King of Persia, besieged Nis- 
ibis his army was routed by a vast 
multitude of gnats in response to 
the prayers of the Saint. St. 
James died in 350. 

Wednesday, July 12.-—St. John 
Gaulbert was born at Florence in 
999 and for a time pursued the 
profession of arms. After becom- 
ing reconciled with a relative with 
whom he had carried on a feud, 
he abandoned the world and enter- 
ed the religious life. He establish- 
ed the monastery St. Salvi and 
died in 1078. 

Thursday, July 18.—St. Eugen- 
ius, Bishop of Carthage, refused 
to obey the order of King Huneric 
that he exclude the Vandals, some 
of whom were Catholics, from the 
Church. This led to a persecution 
of the Catholics. Eugenius was 
banished but was recalled by Hun- 
eric’s successor. Later he was 
again banished and died in exile 
in 505. 

Friday, July 14.—St. Bonaven- 
ture, known as the “Seraphic Doc- 


inal Bishop of Albano. He di 
during the Council of Lyons, 
his eloquence had won the Greeks 
to the Catholic Union. 
Saturday, July 15.—St. Henry 
Emperor, moved by a vision, pre- 
pared for death at the end of six 
years. When that period had 
elapsed, Henry, then Duke of Bav- 
aria, was elected Emporer. He de- 
voted the resources of his empire 
to the honor of God and the service 
of the Church. In 1022 Henry lay 
on his bed of death, He gave to 
her parents his wife, St. Cune- 
gunda, “a virgin still, as a virgin 
he had received her from Christ.” 


Work Starts Soon 
on Fr. Coughlin’s 
$1,000,000 Shrine 


Detroit—Construction will soon 
begin on the Shrine of the Little 
Flower, at Royal Oak, Mich., the 
Rev. Charles E. Coughlin, pastor 
and noted radio speaker, announced 
recently. 

The shrine will be a cruciform 
structure surmounted by a flat 
dome, octagonal in shape and roof- 
ed with stainless steel. It will be 
connected with the Crucifixion 
Tower, erected several years ago, 
and the low structure at the rear 
of the tower will serve as an en.- 
trance to the shrine. There will be 
an altar in the center of the shrine. 


|The church is to seat 2,556 persons.

PRIEST WITNESS TO AN 
UNUSUAL ELECTRICAL 
PRANK DURING STORM 


Nearly three days after its oc- 
curence, Father Grunenberg, direc- 
tor of music at the Catholic Cen- 
tral High School, became aware 
that he had been the surprised wit- 
ness of .a very unusual prank 
caused by lightning. During a ter- 
rific storm, that on Friday, July 
Ist, at about four o’clock in the 
afternoon terminated the most 
equatorial torrid wave recorded in 
the June chronicle of the state 
weather bureau, the priest stood in 
the doorway of the gym, facing 
the west. 

At the moment the thermometer 
registered upward of a 100 degrees 
Fahrenheit; the humidity of the air 


‘was excessive and stifling; clouds 


electrically laden swept along a 
ceiling so low that they seemed al- 
most reachable with a good-sized 
fishpole. As they moved along 
they seemed to be emitting semi- 
audible sounds, as if emery or 
some other substance were grating 
on parchment paper. 


Presently torrential rains, form- 
ed an almost solid sheet of water 
spilling from above with the sud- 
denness of a cloudburst. Immedi- 
ately there followed a noticeable 
drop in the temperature. All the 
while purple ribbons of light which 
rent the mists of impenetrable 
blackness took on the appearance 


of gigantic laces of gold, holding 


and binding together the dark 
canopy above. Despite the inces- 
sant flashes caused by the neutrali- 
zation of the opposite electrical 
charges, there was no sound of 
thunder in evidence, except per- 
haps for the ominous hissing al- 
ready referred to.

mysterious red, shading down into 
a beautiful crimson like a huge 
gossamer strand floating luminous- 
ly in mid-air, with three of its 
portions alighting and touching the 
ground. The gigantic ribbon of 
light seemed to hover in the shape 
of a triangle. Where contact was 
formed with the earth appeared to 
be the vertices of this rudely- 
shaped triangular figure. At each 
of the vertices an intensive accum- 
ulation of electrical heat seemed 
to form a mass of fire resembling 
a ball. 

The first ball appeared to leap 
from the stack surmounting the 
main building down to a blind mul- 
lion surmounting the parapet on 
the south side of this structure. 
This building stands to the north- 
west, or to the right of the present 
observer. On the rebound the ball 
of fire alighted to earth, near 
the west wall of the gymnasium, 
and about fifty feet to the left side 
or south of the observer. In an in- 
stant the fiery globe bounded once 
more.into the air and finally struck 
an iron post on the tennis court 
of the school ground some two hun- 
dred feet further to the. southwest 
of the spot which had last been 
touched. 

The inconceivable swiftness with 
which the entire phenomenon had 
made its. apparition naturally 
astonished and stunned the ordi- 
narily sedate professor of music. 
Most remarkable about the feature 
was the lurid streamer of light 
that seemed to hold the concentra- 
tions of fire momentarily as by 
some mystic bond. 

No material damage, except the 
cracking of a massive stone in 
the mullion and the loosening of 
some mortar resulted from the 
freak apparition. The raging of 
the elements did not cease with the 
electrical display, but continued 
intermittantly throughout the re- 
gion, causing elsewhere more con 
siderable damage. 

Janitors of the school, who are 
preparing the buildings for the 
fall term, which will open on the 
Tuesday after Labor Day, will re- 
pair the damaged portions of the 
stack and parapet. Authorities at 
the school feel that the inflow of 
boys and girls during the coming 
semester will tax the capacity for 
space to the limit.

“Now all .... perfections are 
resident in God, otherwise they 
could never have place in the 
world. Effects pre-exist in their 
causes. They are the effects, God 
is their cause. Nobody gives but 
what he first possesses. God seat- 
ters the world with these perfec- 
tions. Therefore He first possesses 
them. In God, then, we have an 
object worthy of our love, the one 
object able to satisfy our large 
capacity for love. Remember, 
beauty is the unique cause of love. 
Love has but one cause and that 
cause is beauty. God is an ac- 
comulation of amiable characteris- 
tics. God is loveliness itself, and 
as such He can never be adequate- 
ly loved by you and me. And yet 
He insists on His right in this 
matter. He wants our love for 
Him to set in motion every energy 
at our disposal. As His great and 
first commandment clearly states: 
He wants our heart and the whole 
of it.

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Many of Cleveland Parish 
Schools to Close If State 
Denies Aid, Says Director 


Cleveland—Unless some measure 
of financial aid is forthcoming 
from the State many of the Cath- 
lic sehools of the Diocese of Cleve- 
land will be unable to reopen this 
fall and the students will have to 
be sent to the already crowded 
public schools, the Rev. Dr. John 
R. Hagan, Dioeesan Superintendent 
of Schools, declared in a statement 
just issued. 

Dr. Hagan's statement pointed 
out that there are now 73,000 chil- 
dren in the parochial schools of the 
Diocese. 

“The unprecedented economic sit- 
uation has forced the Catholic peo- 
ple of Ohio to ask the present Leg- 
islature to include the parochial 
scheols in its relief measures,” Dr. 
Hagan said. “We neither request 
nor would we permit the State to 
contribute a single dollar to our 
churches or to the religious instruc- 
tion which is carried on in our 
schools. We value our liberty of 
conscience too highly to allow it to 
be endangered by civil control.” 

“We ask only that the State aid 
our people to give their children 
education in the ordinary branches 
of instruction. After all these sub- 
jects are taught in about the same 
manner and with about the same 
results in both parish and public 
schools. From the standpoint of 
the state it makes little difference 
in what kind of school these 
branches are taught. It does in. 
deed make a considerable differ- 
ence from the standpoint of the 
taxpayer, since the presence of so 
many parish schools lightens the 
general educational burden of the 
average taxpayer.”

If we apply to our own country 
the weighty words of His Holiness 
we find that, in common with other 
nations, we have brought about our 
present unhappy conditions by di- 
vorcing education, industry, poli- 
tics, business and economics from 
morality and religion, and by 


ignoring for long decades the in- 


nate dignity of man and trampling 
on his human rights. We have 
‘failed to realize that these rights 
‘are supreme so far as the purpose 
‘of human society is concerned; 
that they include the right of the 
‘individual to life, and also to the 
means of a normal, healthy life of 
mind and body, so long as man is 
willing to do his part; that they 
include likewise his rights as a so- 
cial being, which rights should en- 
sure sufficient means to provide 
for himself and his family. And, 
when speaking of man as a social 
being, we mean. men, women and 
chik'ren, the husband and wife— 
in a word, the human family. 


An Industrial Nation 


That we are an industrial na- 
tion is our public boast. Industry 
is considered to be of more impor- 
tance than the moral welfare of 
man. The lord of all is Industry. 
“Save industry!” is the cry. “Put 
big business on its feet and all will 
be well, as it was in the past!” 

Industry in our country, through 
the concentration of wealth, has 
acquired such complete control that 
indevendent operation, even on the 
part of so-called owners and em- 

loyers, is practically impossible. 
The tremendous increase in the 
output of industry during recent 
years, due to the natural resources 
of our country, to inventions and 
to machinery, gy Pog to the 
giant machines, has made some 
enormously rich, has brought many 
comforts and has abolished much 
drudgery, but it has not ensured 
the worker the proportionate gain 
to which he is justly entitled. It 
has, however, vastly increased the 
incomes of industrialists and capi- 


talists. 
False Philosophy 

The social philosophy prevailing 
during recent centuries has carried 
human society far from its safe 
moorings. That philosophy— if, in- 
deed, it be worthy of the name— 
which has ruled governments, 


‘groups and individuals for the past 


three hundred years, has not taken 
as its guide the moral law, has not 
considered the rights of men. 
Money, not man, has been the su- 
preme consideration and the justi- 
fying end. That philosophy has 
aroused opposition and has given 
rise to errors and exaggerations 
that are anti-Catholic and anti- 
Christian. 

That same demoralizing philos- 
ophy defended, and defends today, 
unrestrained individual’ economic 
freedom and the economic dictator- 
ship that has succeeded it. That 
philosophy permits individuals, 
corporations and nations to accum- 
ulate as much wealth as they can, 
according to the unfair methods of 
modern business, and to use such 
accumulated wealth as they see fit. 
It honors and proclaims as sover- 
eign rulers of economic . empires 
men who have succeeded in amas- 
‘sing unjustly these fabulous for- 
tunes. 

That philosophy has broken down 


or forbidden the establishment of | 


protective organizations, It has 
broken down or forbidden an or- 
ganized economic life to adminis- 
ter the production of wealth and 
its distribution in accordance with 
social justice and the interdepend- 
ence of economic relations. It has 
denied Government its right to 
guard justice and the common 
good. It has given greed a free 
hand 

That philosophy denied and de- 
mes, in reality, the oneness and 


the solidarity of mankind. In its 


light, wealth, business and the 
power that material prosperity 
gives, are in themselves supreme 
ends. Human rights must be sac- 
rificed to those ends, and humanity 


itself must become the mere in-. 


strument in the production of 
wealth, not the master controlling 
‘it. Such a philosophy has always 
been and will ever be false and un- 


tion of fundamental truths for its 
own destructive ends. The brother- 


injustice done the working cl 

the abuses of the capi c sys- 
tem are vigorously condemned; it 
is insisted that man shall not ex- 
ploit his fellow man, nor class 
dominate class, but that all shall 
be dedicated to a life of service. 

A program of social reform 
couched in such language and with 
such aims and purposes 1s unassail- 
able because it is distinctively 
Christian in origin and purport, 
but in the hands of the Commun- 
ists it is merely a snare to allure 
those who are oppressed by the 
prevailing economic maladjustment 
into accepting the iniquitous social 
and religious tenets of Lenin and 
Stalin. There is very grave and 
subtle danger of infection from 
Communism. Special efforts are 
being made to win the Negroes 
who are the victims of injustice. 
The Communists have world-vision. 
They have as their objective a 
world war on God and the com- 
plete destruction of all supernat- 
ural and even natural religion. 
They believe it necessary to in- 
augurate a merciless class warfare, 
and they insist, in theory at least, 
on the complete abolition of owner- 
ship of private property. 

It is a strange paradox that 
many who condemn strongly the 
propaganda of the “Red” and the 
Communist are significantly silent 
when learned but misguided writ- 
ers tell us there is no God; when 
scoffing university professors de- 
stroy in the youth of our land be- 
lief in God and in the supernat- 
ural; when they tell us that man 
is the plaything of preordained 
causes; that conscience and sin are 
myths; that the brotherhood of 
men, and consequently of nations, 
is a baseless dream; that morality 
does not rest upon the immutable 
and eternal law of God, but is 
merely a convention of man sub- 
ject to the changing conditions of 
society; that a man’s obligations 
to his fellow-man are such only as 


ing or police power of the State—— 
in a word, that they are silent 
when all these destructive forces 
are preparing the future leaders of 
Communism in America.

While it has been said that St. 
Jude was a very humble character, 
it must not be implied that he was 
passive in his work. Whenever his. 
faith was attacked, he was a fight- 
er, and furiously defended the 
teachings of the Master. His fidel- 
ity to his work was unbounded, and 
no efforts were spared to accom- 
plish his desired end. Yet this zeal 
did not blind him to the weakness 
of humanity, and the understanding 
and loving advice found in his 
epistle, in that verse in which he 
urges the Orthodox Catholics, “The 
Keepers of the Faith”, not to be 
too hasty in considering individuals 
to be heretics, “some indeed re- 
prove, but others save, pulling 
them out of the. fire—and have 
mercy”, is certainly evidence to his 
tolerance. “Hate sin, love the sin- 
ner, even as Christ did”. This is the 
lesson the gentle Saint would teach 
us. 

King Is Converted

command made a journey to Edes- 
sa, a town in Mesopotamia. Legend 
tells us, that Abargora, the King of 
Edessa, was stricken with leprosy, 
and hearing of the miracles which 
Christ was performing in the land 
of the Jews, he sent a messenger 
to entreat Him to come to Edessa 
and cure him of his affliction. 
Christ was unable to come, and the 
king’s request was denied.

| artist to paint the portrait of Jesus, 
| believing that if he but looked up-

face of the Holy Redeemer, could 
not draw a single line. Jesus moved 
by compassion at so strong a faith,

be sent to cure him. 


From reliable sources, we find | 
that St. Jude began his apostolic | 
work in Edessa, and one of the first’ 
to be converted was King Abar- | 
gora, who was subsequently cured | 
of his affliction, upon embracing | 
Christianity. This fact more than) 
substantiates the events of the! 
fore-going legend, and accounts for | 
the fact that St. Jude is commonly | 
portrayed as holding a picture of. 
Christ against his breast. 

With Edessa Christianized, St. | 
Jude placed Bishops in charge and | 
started his evangelizing in Meso- | 
potamia, where he was actively en- | 
gaged for the next ten years. Fol-| 
lowing his labors there, he returned | 
to Jerusalem to attend the Council | 
of the Apostles. |

Harvest of Souls | 
it was at this time that he joined | 
forces with St. Simon in Lybia, and | 
they proceeded to Persia where | 
they reaped their greatest harvest 
of souls. There must have been a 
perfect unity between these two 
men, as they accomplished so very 
much against such tremendous 
odds.

he summoned the two apostles to 
him, offering them the job if they 
could do better than Zavoes and 
Arfaxad. At a test hearing the two 
magicians foretold a long campaign 
for the Persian armies, and the 
commander turned to the apostles 
and asked their opinion. St. Jude 
told him that Ambassadors would 
sue for peace on the following day, 
and his prophecy was fulfilled. 
When this came to pass, Verardach 
ordered the two magicians to be 
burnt alive, but animated by true 
Christian charity and. forgiveness, 
St. Jude pleaded for their lives, and 
they were spared. 

This gracious act was shortly re- 
payed by the worst ingratitude, 
for later, in the presence of the 
king, the magicians set poisonous 
snakes upon the two saints, but the 
snakes turned upon. their trainers 
and attacked them, until command- 
ed by the apostles to cease. There- 
upon, the apostles picked up the 
snakes and held them to their 
breasts and the snakes would not 
harm them. This marvel completed 
the conversion of the king and with 
him many of his subjects. 

But in spite of this, the time 
came when the hatred of the heath- 
en priests brought about the death 
of St. Jude in the glorious role of 
a martyr. 


Patron of the Impossible 


Traditions about the martyrdom 
of St. Jude are slight and conflict- 
ing, but it seems that he was beat- 
en with clubs, and his head cleft 
with a broadaxe, which is his sym- 
bol of Christian art. His relics were 
brought to Rome and enshrined in 
the Vatican Basilica, and his feast- 
day is October 28th, commemorated 
with St. Simon with whom he no 
doubt shared his martyrdom. 

St. Jude is known as the patron 
of the impossible, and our Lord 
Himself directed St. Bridget to 
turn with great confidence to St. 
Jude. “In accordance with his sur- 
name, Thaddeus,” said Jesus, “he 
will show himself most willing to 
help.” 
great apostle once appeared to a 
devout client and expressed his re- 
gret that so few Christians think of 
invoking his aid and protection. 

If there were ever a time when 
a “Patron of the impossible” was 
needed to show us the way out of 
our difficulties, it is now, and it 
is far from: presumptuous to say
